Our Jewish brothers and sisters observe Yom Hashoah - Holocaust Remembrance Day, on the 27th day of 
Nisan, in honour of the six million Jews who died in the Shoah. The word Yom Hashoah means Day of Destruction 
in Hebrew. The purpose is to recall the Nazi destruction of European Jewry, and to underline the moral and 
religious issues posed by genocide. 

As Christians we need to remember that five million Christians were also exterminated, starting with 
gypsies and the disabled, as well as religious and political opponents of Nazism, including priests, ministers and 
members of religious communities. 

For some years now, both in Montréal and Toronto, a Christian Service of Remembrance for Holocaust 
victims has been held annually. At first, it was in the form of an interfaith prayer service. In recent years it has 
been a Sunday morning service within the liturgical tradition of a particular Christian denomination. 

We need to remember the historic reality of the Holocaust - but just as important as keeping the memory 
alive is the resolve never to let such a Holocaust occur again. An act of remembrance is a reminder that all of us 
are created in the image of God, and are precious to him.
